
RED HOOK IKEA 

Waterfront home for Swedish store

Ikea, the Swedish home furnishings giant, 
has made the rounds to community groups 
and is getting ready to open its first store in 
New York City along the Red Hook water- 
front at the former New York Shipyard at the 
comer of Columbia and Halleck streets. 

“We’re at the beginning of the process right 
now,” said Ikea spokesman Patrick Smith. “We’re 
preparing a draft EAS [Environmental Assessment 
Statement], which we’re hoping to file in the next 
two or three weeks.” 

According to Smith, the 300,000-square-foot 
store, with 1,400 parking spaces, will cost around 
$25 million to build and ancillary costs such as re- 


constructed bulkheads for the pier, site improve- 
ments and a 3.5-acre esplanade along the water- 
front portion of the store could cost an additional 
$25 million. 

The store is expected to employ 500 to 600 peo- 
ple — with full health and dental benefits for both 
full-time and part-time staff — and Smith said, 
“Ikea has a very good record for local hiring and 
we fully expect that to continue in Red Hook.” 

The project will have to pass through the city’s 
Uniform Land Use Review Procedure (ULURP), 
requiring public hearings before Community Board 
6, the borough president, the City Planning Com- 
mission and the City Council, which may begin 
this spring or summer. 

The site is currently zoned for heavy industrial 
use, and will need to be rezoned for light manufac- 


turing. Then Ikea could apply for a permit to devel- 
op a retail store there. Both applications will be re- 
viewed simultaneously, Smith said, and should the 
project be approved the parcel of waterfront land 
would be sold by the current owner. United States 
Dredging Company, to Ikea. 

“If everything goes well, we’re looking at a 
spring 2005 opening,” Smith said. 

In the summer of 2001, Ikea had been the select- 
ed developer for the former U.S. Postal Service site 
on Second Avenue between 10th and 12th streets in 
Gowanus that is currently being developed by 
Lowe’s Home Improvement. 

The plan was met with vociferous opposition 
from the community and protests were led by Rep. 
Nydia Velazquez, Assemblyman Jim Brennan and

‘I just wanted to see 
if they were alright’

Tara Ann McDonald, the Florida woman 
charged in a string of attempted baby snatch- 
ings in Brooklyn Heights, spoke out in court 
on Wednesday, pleading, “I never tried to kid- 
nap anybody!” and offering a bizarre explana- 
tion for her actions before her case was 
referred to the newly created Brooklyn 
Mental Health Court. 

McDonald stands accused of attempted kidnap- 
ping, endangering the welfare of a child, stalking 
and burglary, among other charges involving chil- 
dren in Brooklyn Heights and Cobble Hill. 

On Wednesday, McDonald seemed agitated, 
shouting at Judge Sheldon Greenberg several times 
while she remained handcuffed throughout the pro- 
ceedings. 

“I wanted to go see them, see if they’re all 
right,” McDonald said when the charges of at- 
tempted kidnapping were mentioned. “Sometimes 
kids are in trouble.” 

Still in custody, on $150,000 bail, McDonald 
has been held in the mental observation unit of 
Riker’s Island. She has been deemed fit to stand 
trial but has a history of mental illness, including 
schizophrenia. 

McDonald’s case was referred to the recently 
created Brooklyn Mental Health Court, which of- 
fers judicially monitored mental health treatment

Traffic is Atlantic Ave’s woe

Leaders of a planned rede- 
sign of Atlantic Avenue who 
want to turn it into a grand 
boulevard between a planned 
Fort Greene cultural district 
and the planned Brooklyn 
Bridge Park waterfront devel- 
opment brought their design 
team to Brooklyn Saturday 
for a town hall meeting. 

What they heard from residents 
and business and community lead- 
ers amounted to the same con- 
cerns that have been voiced for 
years: put an end to the speeding 
trucks and traffic congestion. 

Civitas, a Denver-based urban 
design firm hired by the Atlantic 
Avenue Local Development Cor- 
poration (AALDC) to conceptual- 
ize a reinvigorated Atlantic Av-

enue — came to the Downtown 
Brooklyn YWCA on Oct. 19 to 
seek input from residents about 
what they wanted to see happen in 
the avenue's rebirth. 

For several hours, the Civitas 
team, lead by Mark Johnson and 
Frank Cannon, listened while resi- 
dents and merchants one by one 
ticked off the problems with the 
thoroughfare, beginning with the 
now three-year long water main 
project that has dismpted com- 
mercial activity and threatened the 
sustainability of new stores. 

Nearly 200 people attended the 
AALDC forum, held in the audi- 
torium of the Y at 30 Third Ave. 

“It’s the traffic that’s killing this 
neighborhood,” one resident told 
Johnson and Cannon, speaking 
into a handheld microphone, “and 
it’s only going to get worse.”

Red Cross bldg will fall for a bunker

The city’s Office of Emergency 
Management has announced it 
will raze the 60,000-square-foot 
Red Cross Building at 165 Cad- 
man Plaza East, to erect a high- 


tech, windowless emergency com- 
mand bunker in its place. 

“We need to build an emergency 
operation center and the current 
structure and the way it’s set up is not 
going to be compatible for us,” Frank 
McCarton, a spokesman for OEM 


told The Brooklyn Papers this week. 

McCarton declined to discuss the 
details of the plan, but the surround- 
ing Concord Village community and 
Community Board 2, have been 
briefed on approximate designs of 
what is to be built in place of the 


‘50s-era Red Cross Building. 

The OEM has been searching for 
permanent facilities since the $13 
million command center that former 
Mayor Rudolph Giuliani had built on 
the 23rd floor of 7 World Trade Cen-

Musical chairs as 
council lines shift

The New York City Dis- 
tricting Commission released 
its preliminary recommenda- 
tion Wednesday for redrawing 
the City Council district lines 
based on the 2000 Census. 

Among proposed changes is 
southern Park Slope’s migration, 
with a piece of northern Sunset 
Park, into the 39th district, repre- 
sented by Councilman Bill De- 
Blasio; the Columbia Street Wa- 
terfront District shifting into 
Councilman David Yassky’s 
33rd district; absorption of 
Councilman James Oddo’s por- 
tions of Bay Ridge, Dyker 
Heights and Bensonhurst into the 
43rd district represented by 
Councilman Marty Golden; and 
Oddo’s complete departure from 
Brooklyn, placing the 50th dis- 
trict entirely within Staten Island. 

The commission is comprised 
of 15 members, with seven ap- 
pointed by Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg, five by City Council 
Speaker Gifford Miller of Man- 
hattan, and three from Oddo, 
who is council minority leader. 

Oddo did not return calls by 

One of the largest shifts in ter- 
rain could take place in the 39th 
district, which currently includes 
Park Slope, Carroll Gardens, 
Kensington, Windsor Terrace 
and Borough Park. 

Park Slope has traditionally 
been split between the 39th dis-

trict, the 38th district, which in- 
cludes Sunset Park and Red 
Hook, and the 33rd district of 
Brooklyn Heights, Cobble Hill, 
Downtown and Williamsburg. 

Neighborhood groups such as 
the Park Slope Civic Council 
have fought against the partition- 
ing of Park Slope between three 
council members. The proposed 
lines would leave them with pri- 
marily one, DeBlasio, although 
Yassky retains a good chunk of 
the North Slope, north of Fifth 
Street and east of Fifth Avenue. 

“I think that this proposed map 
of my district makes sense,” said 
DeBlasio. “ft reflects the concerns 
raised by community leaders at 
the first hearing.” 

The proposed 39th district in- 
cludes all of the South Slope, 
from the Prospect Expressway 
up to Ninth Street and from 
Fourth Avenue to Prospect Park 
West. It also picks up northern 
portions of Sunset Park, east of 
Fourth Avenue and north of 41st 
Street, which includes Green- 
Wood Cemetery. 

A large portion of the area 
proposed to be included in the 
39th district came out of the 
38th, which had been represent- 
ed by Angel Rodriguez, who re- 
signed before pleading guilty to 
extortion, and currently lacks a 
council member. A special elec- 
tion is scheduled for Nov. 5. 

The proposed 38th district 
now includes the Red Hook and

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Race to replace fallen 
Council Angel heats up 


THE SMALL COLLEGE WHERE BIG THINGS HAPPEN

With less than two weeks 
until election day, the non- 
partisan race for the 38th 
Counciimanic District, left 
vacant by the resignation of 
disgraced former Council- 
man Angel Rodriguez, is 
down to three candidates. 

A fourth candidate, former 
Assemblyman Javier Nieves, 
was knocked off the ballot 
when Gonzalez challenged his 
petitions. 

The district includes Sunset 
Park, Red Hook and a small 
portion of Park Slope 

On Thursday, Oct. 17, the 
three candidates — Eddie Ro- 
driguez (no relation to Angel), 
Sara Gonzalez and George Mar- 
tinez — appeared before the re- 
form-minded Central Brooklyn 
Independent Democrats (CBID), 
kicking off a week of candidate 
forums that included the Lamb- 
da Independent Democrats and 
UPROSE (United Puerto Rican 
Organization of Sunset Park), to 
which only Martinez and Ro- 
driguez showed. 

At the Oct. 17 CBID forum, 
while Rodriguez and Martinez 
presented themselves as reform- 
ers to varying degrees, Gonza- 
lez boasted of her grassroots ex- 
perience. 

Gonzalez, 53, executive direc- 
tor of Hispanic Young People’s 
Alternatives and the chairwom- 
an of Community Board 7, said, 
“I have a track record of taking 
programs off the ground.” 

Gonzalez, however, contin- 
ues to be haunted by the belief 
that she is Angel Rodriguez’s 
handpicked successor. 

“I worked with Councilmem- 
ber Rodriguez, since he was the 
elected person and he appointed 
people to the board,” she said. 
“As a chairperson, it would be- 
hoove me ... to work with the 
councilman.” 

The replacement of former 
CB7 district manager Eugene 
Moore with Angel Rodriguez’s 
then chief of staff, Jeremy 
I-aufer, has also been the subject 
of campaign vitriol. 

“As for Eugene Moore, I 
have a letter here, it’s a matter 
of public record,” she said. “Eu- 
gene Moore resigned.” 

During his tenure, CB7 was 
strongly controlled by Angel Ro- 
driguez, who engineered the 
ouster of former board chair- 
woman Beatrice DeSapio, even- 
tually to be replaced by Gonzalez.

It was widely believed that 
Moore, who worked closely with 
DeSapio, was pushed out of the 
job by Gonzalez. 

In an attempt to debunk those 
rumors, Gonzalez handed out 
Moore’s letter of resignation, 
which read: “I am doing so be- 
cause of new opportunities I need 
to pursue for myself and that this 
resignation is being done in an 
amicable and supportive manner.” 

On the issues, Gonzalez said 
she was against raising taxes 
with the exception of the com- 

and she was resistant to naming 
where inevitable cuts would 
come from next year as the city 
tries to close a multibillion-dol- 
lar budget gap. 

She also said she was “pro 
choice” but when asked if Medic- 
aid should fund abortions, she 
said, “The only time I would sup- 
port it is for medical reasons.” 

She left as soon as her ques- 
tion-and-answer period was fin- 
ished while her opponents wait- 
ed for CBID’s vote. 

Edward Rodriguez, 32, son of 
a seamstress and a livery cab 
driver, is a state attorney in the 
office of Attorney General Eliot 
Spitzer. He was also president of 
Community School Board 15. 

Rodriguez said he favors “pro- 
gressive taxation” of affluent 
New Yorkers as well as racial 
and socioeconomic diversifica- 
tion of schools in the district. 

He also took a few shots at 
the embattled Kings County De- 
mocratic Committee, saying he 
supported the election of Judge 
Margarita Lopez Torres to buck 
“the political corruption that un- 
fortunately plagues the Democ- 


ratic county organization.” 

Rodriguez, however, was 
soon questioned about former 
District 15 Superintendent Frank 
DeStefano. 

When Rodriguez admitted to 
voting on behalf of the renewal 
of DeStefano’s contract, Kevin 
Carroll, a member of the audi- 
ence, said, “There was the polit- 
ical corruption wholesale.” 

DeStefano was forced to step 
down last year under a cloud of 
n manag nent and misappro- 
priation of funds that included a 
$1 million budget deficit. 

“I’m not happy that those 
things happened, but we as a 
school board looked at audit re- 
ports that were provided to us 
and we found no wrongdoing,” 
Rodriguez said. “Frank eventu- 
ally resigned.” 

George Martinez, 28, leader 
of the 5 1st Assembly District, is 
a political science professor 
bom and raised in the district, 
who challenged Rodriguez in 
the primary last year only to 
have his petitions invalidated. 
He then ran in the general elec- 
tion on the Independence Party 
line, picking up about 11 percent 
of the vote. 

“No one could have predicted 
what was happening,” Martinez 
said. “But I recognized then that 
there was failed leadership in 
my community.” 

Martinez took a strong stand 
on behalf of Red Hook’s working 
waterfront and he joined his two 
opponents in calling for more af- 
fordable housing as well as boast- 
ing of having battled the power 
plants along Third Avenue. 

Martinez, however, faced 
more probing questions about 


not taking part in the city’s cam- 
paign finance program, which 
provides public matching funds 
to qualified candidates who agree 
to abide by stricdy enforced 
spending and contribution limits. 

“The city won’t even go to 
the table with the Fire Depart- 
ment” because funds are so 
scarce, he said. “The reality is in 
a short race, it costs too much.” 

In the end, CBID voted to 
support Rodriguez by a vote of 
26 to Martinez’s 10 and Gonza- 
lez’s 1. Two members voted not 
to endorse at all. 

The institutional support has 
clearly begun to line up behind 
Rodriguez, with endorsements 
from Rep. Ed Towns and Rep. 
Nydia Velazquez, Assembly- 
members Joan Millman and Jim 
Brennan and Councilmen David 
Yassky and Bill DeBlasio, with 
whom Rodriguez served on 
Community School Board 15. 

The Union of Needletrades, In- 
dustrial and Textile Employees, 
the United Federation of Teachers, 
Independent Neighborhood De- 
mocrats and Lambda have also 
endorsed Rodriguez. 

Martinez has collected en- 
dorsements from former Bronx 
Borough President Fernando 
Ferrer, state Senate candidate 
Kevin Parker, East Flatbush As- 
semblyman Nick Perry, Manhat- 
tan state Sen. David Patterson, 
East New York Councilman 
Charles Barron, his former oppo- 
nent, Javier Nieves, the New Era 
Democrats and the New York 
I-eague of Conservation Voters. 

The Gonzalez campaign did 
not return calls seeking her list 
of endorsements by press time.

The Last Piece of the Jigsaw? 


Since January 31st 2001 we have been advertising our attempts to deduce from 3 verses of the bible book of Revelation 17, the precise chronology of the rise to Power of the United 
Nations. 

It is known by many that the bible is an accurate if somewhat unusual history book. It is known by many more that the New Testament is an enlightened moral guide for mankind, 
when sensibly interpreted. It is evident from both the UK and the US Justice systems that the Old Testament provides a sound basis for Justice for a nation. 

But others and we have discovered something else about this book, something more. If the bible is truly inspired then it is written by a mind or minds greater in capacity than the 
best academics that have ever lived. So it should be a phenomenal academic textbook as well as a historical moral and legal treatise. But where is the academic sophistication in sto- 
ries of Abraham’s wanderings and Paul’s persecutions? If the bible has more intelligence per word that Stephen Hawkins Brief history of time, then how is this to be manifested? 

Well, we have discovered that it is written in a symbolic code, not the statistical ‘bible code’ of Michael Drosnin and Eli Rips, but an illustrative code rather like Jesus’ parables. In 
fact Jesus’ own interpretations of his parables of the sower who went to sow and of the wheat and the weeds, gives us a part of this code. 

We have applied this symbolic decoding to Revelation 17 and for some time have been literally homing in on the day when the UN security Council will expand its permanent mem- 
bership to 10 seats, and will reduce or end the veto powers of each permanent member. Our ‘prophecy’ first made in 1992, that the UN would become the 8th and last biblical King 
of the world, in the last 7 years of this world, was fulfilled in our understanding on July 12th 2002, when the US conceded to a jurisdiction from the UN International Criminal 

When we first ‘prophesied’ the date that the UN would eventually show dominance over the US, many US readers were very skeptical indeed. But today the skeptics are silent. 

When we first prophesied on Wednesday 31st January 2001 in the UK Daily Telegraph that the UN Security Council will expand to 1 0 Permanent members, there was some evi- 
dence from the US state department that this might occur, but our interpretations were seen as rather fanciful. Today, they do not seem fanciful at all. The world is faced with a con- 
flict, almost a showdown, between the US/UK (the 7th biblical world power) and the UN (the 8th and last biblical World power). The US has openly declared the particular Security 
Council Resolution that they desire for Iraq and there are several other Permanent Members who are not accepting this resolution. It is not hard to see that the US are not going to 
get a unanimous vote on Iraq and so the only way to get a UN resolution through, which is acceptable to the US, will be to reduce the veto powers of the Permanent Members, to 
expand the Permanent Membership with some more nations who might vote for the resolution, and to go for a majority vote. 

Here are the 3 verses of Revelation which have given us all of this information: 

1 1 And the beast that was but is not, it is also an 8th King but springs from the 7 and it goes off into destruction. 12 And the 10 horns that you saw are 10 kings, who have not yet 
received a Kingdom. But they do receive authority as kings one hour with the beast. 

13 These have one thought, and so they give their power and authority to the beast (Revelation 17) 

We believe that these 3 verses of Revelation contain the whole rise to power of the UN when the correct symbolism is employed. We understand this symbolism to be as follows: The 
Beast is the UN, the 8th King of the world. The 7 Previous kings over God’s people are in order, the Egyptians, the Assyrians, the Babylonians, the Medo Persians, the Greeks, the 
Romans and the Anglo Americans. We (the US/UK world power) were, I say were, the 7th biblical king of the world. The 10 horns are the 10 future permanent Security Council 
members with power but not with authority as kings. The 10 kings are the 10 future permanent Security Council members with authority as kings, in fact over Afghanistan, the first 
UN ‘protectorate’. The Kingdom is the Kingdom of the World, which 5 of the 10 kings have still not yet received. 

The 10 kings first had one thought/opinion on 91 1. On this day the whole world became united in its determination to fight mass terror, which became a very real danger when the 
Twin Towers fell. This unity of thought was the fulfillment of verse 13 we suggest. The fall of the Twin Towers themselves is prophesied in Isaiah Chapter 30 we believe - see www.true- 
biblecode.com. 

Then there was a period of 10 months or 300 days of the biblical lunar calendar (BLC), before the unity was shattered by the US/UN ICC disagreement. This period is represented 
by the 10 horns having one thought. The logic that we use here may (and probably will) seem alien to the reader but, 10 is compared to one and the result is of course that it is 10 
times larger. In bible symbolism TO times’ is either 10 days, 10 months or 10 years. It is 10 cycles of either the earth the moon or the sun, God’s celestial timepieces. Obviously since 
nothing happened on September 21st, it wasn’t 10 days and so the next candidate was 10 months (there are 30 days in a BLC month). But the 300 BLC days ended on June 30/July 
1 when there was a veto by the US of Security council peacekeeping operations, a shattering of the unity of thought between the kings. The BLC is the oldest calendar of mankind, 
used by most civilization before 800 BC. We got this date using the reasoning above and published it in UK and US newspapers in advance.

then-Councilman Stephen DiBrienza, who threatened to sue if a 
thorough study of potential traffic impacts were not first complet- 
ed. Ikea eventually backed away from the site and set their sights 
on Red Hook. 

This time Ikea is embarking on a series of proposals and recommenda- 
tions to facilitate traffic and minimize the vehicular impact on Red Hook. 

New York Waterway plans to operate a ferry from Pier 11 in Lower 
Manhattan directly to the site, and according to Ikea, a shuttle bus from the 
Fourth Avenue F, N, M and R subway station on Fourth Avenue and Ninth 
Street in Park Slope is being considered. Several traffic recommendations 
are also being presented to the city’s Department of Transportation. 

Ikea has enlisted the Sam Schwartz Company, a Manhattan-based traf- 
fic analysis and urban design firm founded by the former city traffic com- 
missioner and Department of Transportation chief engineer, who is 
known to many as the Daily News traffic columnist “Gridlock Sam.” 

Development in Red Hook, however, has traditionally come with re-

Asked about the plans to institute a ferry and bus service. Red Hook 
activist John McGettrick said it would be unlikely that people would use 
those modes of transport to shutde furniture home.

Sunset Park waterfronts as it did before, but loses the Columbia 
Street Waterfront District and Boerum Hill. 

It also expands out between roughly 60th and 68th streets from Seventh 
Avenue across to 23rd Avenue, cutting across Dyker Heights, Bensonhurst, 
Borough Park and Gravesend. The proposed district also takes in pieces of 
Borough Park, between 41st and 45th Streets going as far east as 12th Av- 
enue, before jutting west to Eighth Avenue, between 50th and 56th streets. 

they deserve to have real input into this process,” DeBlasio said. “And 
this process is not going to be complete until the early spring.” 

The Columbia Street Waterfront District, between the Brooklyn- 
Queens Expressway and the East River from Hamilton Avenue up to At- 
lantic Avenue west of Hicks Street and north of Hamilton Avenue, would 
now fall into Yassky’s 33rd district 

While Yassky, who is chairman of the council’s select committee on 
waterfronts, said he would wait until the final lines were drawn before 
making plans for that portion of the waterfront — which includes the Red 
Hook Marine Terminal — he applauded the committee for drawing lines 
that “allowed some continuity ot representation of people so that the dis- 
trict didn’t change drastically.” 

Yassky lost portions of Williamsburg and a tiny piece of Boerum Hill, 
in the proposed maps. 

Fort Greene-Prospect Heights Councilman James Davis will only ex- 
perience minor adjustments in the proposed 35th district, taking in pieces 
of Boerum Hill, in a jetty shaped like a hook, between Degraw and War- 
ren streets, east of around Hoyt Street and up to approximately Fourth Av- 
enue before the proposed district curves back towards Fort Greene. 

In the proposed 43rd district, the new borders create a solid bloc that 
roughly mirrors the borders of Community Board 10. The proposed dis- 
trict is bounded by the Belt Parkway on the West and South and 65th 
Street over to Seventh Avenue and then roughly 68th Street over to 20th 
Avenue to the North and 20th Avenue and Bay 19th Street to the East. 

With Councilman Marty Golden running for state Senate and suing the 
City Council to overturn a term limit relaxation, the new district could 
create an even stronger power base for its next council member, given that 
the council member appoints half of the community board members. 

The proposed maps were drawn by the New York City Districting 
Commission to reflect population changes detailed in the 2000 Census. 
Once the proposed districts come before several more public hearings, 
they will be subject to the approval of the U.S. Department of Justice. 

The maps must be approved before the 2003 elections.

ter was destroyed in the terrorist attack on the Twin Towers. 

Often referred to as the mayor s "command bunker when Giuliani was 
in office, the center served as a coordinating command post between vari- 
ous emergency response agencies, such as the police and fire departments, 
as well as Sanitation and Emergency Medical Services, in case of natural 

The center, which featured an independent generator, water supply and air 
filters, was also designed to serve as a refuge for the mayor so that he could 
safely continue to mn the city in case of a disaster. Earlier this year a temporary 
replacement bunker was set up in the Purchase Building under the Brooklyn 
Bridge overpass in Fulton Ferry. That building is to be incorporated into the 
Brooklyn Bridge Park commercial and recreational development that will be 
built along the waterfront from Joralemon Sheet up to the Manhattan Bridge. 

The plans to demolish the Red Cross building and build a new one 
must pass through the city’s Uniform Land Use Review Procedure 
(ULURP). because the plan involves the siting of a city agency. That 
process includes review by Community Board 2, the borough president, 
the City Planning Commission, the City Council, and the mayor and is 
expected to begin within the next few weeks, McCarton said. 

The plans presented so far include a five-story, 100-foot-tall building 
without any windows.

Councilman sues 
to stop easing 
of term limit law

Bay Ridge Councilman Marty Golden sued 
the City Council Tuesday seeking to force a ref- 
erendum on an amendment that extends term 
limits for some council members. 

The council approved the amendment on July 24, 
by an overwhelming majority of 46-2, with only Gold- 
en and East New York Councilman Charles Barron 
voting against it. 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg vetoed the bill, but the 
Council overrode his veto on Sept. 25. 

The former term limits law allowed each member 
two terms, only one of which needed to be a full four- 
year term. The mandate would have forced eight 
members out of office in 2003, including Council 
Speaker Gifford Miller. 

Due to redistricting, all the council members will be 
forced to run for their seats again after only two years 
in office, but according to the recently passed amend- 

not count as a full term, giving the remaining seven 
members of the body an extra two years in office. 

Other council members who would have been faced 
with early retirement are Golden, who is currently run- 
ning for state Senate; Deputy Majority Leader Bill Per- 
kins of Manhattan; Tracy Boyland of Bedford-Stuyves- 
ant and Brownsville; Philip Reed of Manhattan; Madeline 
Provenzano of the Bronx; and Margarita Lopez of Man- 
hattan. Disgraced Sunset Park Councilman Angel Ro- 
driguez, who resigned shortly before pleading guilty to 
extortion would have been in the group. 

“It’s something people voted for twice,” Golden 
told The Brooklyn Papers. “If you want to change 


anything about elections you have to do it through ref- 
erendum, and that’s the right way to do it” 

The council’s attorney, Thomas McMahon said in a 
statement: “The law that the council passed gives 
every member a full eight years — which is exactly 
what the people voted for.” 

Golden filed the lawsuit along with Jeffrey Liv- 
ingston, a former Republican candidate for Congress 
— who is considering a run for council in Manhattan 
and opposes the amendment because it would limit his 
chances by extending the term of his adversary. Bill 
Perkins — and Felipe Luciano, a Democrat who lost 
to Philip Reed in 2001 by 617 votes. 

Luciano, a former TV news reporter and radio person- 
ality who also seeks to run for council next year, protests 
that extending Reed’s term would adversely affect his 
chances, since he would have to face an incumbent. 

Cosmetics tycoon Ronald Lauder, chairman of 
New Yorkers for Term Limits, spent millions of dol- 
lars to have the proposal put on the ballot in 1993. It 
passed that year by referendum, and again in 1996. 

In 2001, with the election gearing up, the council 
prepared to repeal the law but the ensuing public out- 
cry stifled the attempt. This time Lauder publicly sup- 

P “The voters voted in 1993 to limit the terms of 
council members, and they voted again in 1996 to 
maintain those limits,” said Randy Mastro, a former 
deputy mayor under Rudy Giuliani who is serving as 
the plaintiffs’ attorney. 

“It comes as no surprise that the City Council mem- 
bers would vote overwhelmingly to extend their terms 
... but that doesn’t make it legal." 

Golden was one of the council members who stood 
to gain from the bill, but said he has no intention of 


Imlay St. condo 
exposes Hook rift

To some it may be an overstatement, but 
to others the future of Red Hook is being 
debated block by block over the issue of 
manufacturing versus residential. The latest 
tussle comes over a towering concrete and 
glass structure on Imlay Street. 

The owner of 160 Imlay SL, formerly a book dis- 
tribution warehouse, is seeking a city variance to 
convert it into a 145-unit condominium. 

On Oct. 17, Community Board 6’s land use com- 
mittee rejected the proposal. While testimony at the 
meeting was evenly divided — 1 1 in favor of the 
variance and 11 against — the committee voted 
against the application 9-0 with two abstentions. 

The project will come before the full board on 
Nov. 13, and then goes to the Board of Standards 
and Appeals (BSA) for a final vote. 

Chris Wright, an attorney for Industry City Asso- 
ciates, which owns the building, argued that under 
the current zoning the building presented a financial 
hardship because, among other reasons, it did not 
have sufficient elevation for loading docks, the ceil- 
ings are too low for manufacturing uses and the 
building lacks sufficient electricity to power most in- 
dustrial functions. 

“The wiring is obsolete, the elevators ... are ob- 
solete,” Wright said. “It needs to be overhauled.” 

The estimated cost to correct the deficiencies is 
$5.5 million, Wright said. 

“A lot of the reasons that make it obsolete for manu- 
facturing make it ideal for residential conversion,” said 
John Cetra, the proposed project’s architect, citing the 
building’s slender width and 13-foot-high ceilings. 

Cetra presented the renderings for the project, 
which maintain the building’s industrial shape but 
add jagged-edged glass penthouses to the top, 
adding three stories to the existing six. 

Cetra said 80 percent of the condominium units 
would be two or more bedrooms while 20 percent 
would be one-bedroom units. 

Working waterfront partisans, however, were less 


concerned with the aesthetic details of the plan than 
with the implications of its approval, namely aban- 
doning the manufacturing potential of the building. 

“Most of these industrial buildings are obsolete 
and will not bring back jobs,” argued Salvatore 
“Buddy” Scotto, founder of the Carroll Gardens As- 
sociation and the Gowanus Canal Community De- 
velopment Corporation. “We’ve been waiting for 
jobs that are not coming back.” 

And John Quadrozzi Jr., president of the Gowanus 
Industrial Park, which owns the old Port of New York 
Grain Elevator Terminal, said, “This building in partic- 
ular is surrounded by all manufacturing uses, some of 
the highest paying jobs for blue-collar people.” 

Located about 30 feet from the building is the 
fence to the Red Hook Marine Terminal, which re- 
ceives 70 percent of the nation’s cocoa, according to 
Kevin Catucci, the vice president of American 
Stevedoring, which leases the containerport. 

“Although we have measured the decibel as low- 
er than our city streets, that area right behind the Im- 
lay Street [building] is zoned as our bulk handling 
yard,” Catucci said. 

The yard frequently stores road salt and pumice, 
used to make cinderblocks, which Catucci fears 
could blow in the wind, tormenting residents enough 
to incite lawsuits. 

Since the Mercedes Distribution Center sold the 
property a couple of years ago and split its operation 
between the Brooklyn Navy Yard and 62 Imlay St., 
160 Imlay Street has been vacant. 

While the applicants for the variance adamantly 
stated that the building was not feasible for manu- 
facturing, advocates for industry in Red Hook ar- 
gued that there were good non-residential uses for 
the space, such as food storage. 

According to the South Brooklyn Local Develop- 
ment Corporation, the number of businesses in Red 
Hook increased from 291 in 1991 to 457 in 1999, a 
surge of 57 percent. 

The primary obstacle for business, the SBLDC 
claimed in a report issued last August, was the lack 
of available industrial space and the 75 and 80 per- 
cent increases in real estate value within the past five 
years, pricing out manufacturers. 


Wait & see on condo 
in Carroll Gardens

The worst part may be not knowing. 

With homeless shelters springing up in unexpect- 
ed places around the city, a few concerned members 
of the Carroll Gardens community feared the worst 
when a building began to rise at 165 W. Ninth St. 

The building is slated to be a six-story, eight-unit 
condominium with ground-floor medical offices, 
with three one-bedroom units and five two-bedroom 
units. The building is slated to be completed in June. 

According to Community Board 6 District Manager 
Craig Hammerman apprehension about the building 
came in regards to the medical offices, which harvested 
misgiving that they might harbor a methadone clinic. 

Hammerman wrote to the state Office of Alcohol- 
ism and Substance Abuse Services, but after several 
weeks has yet to receive a response. Agency spokes- 
woman Jennifer Sandu told The Brooklyn Papers they 
had not received an application to use the site for a 
methadone clinic.’We are not aware of any plans for 
that building to be a methadone service,” she said. 

Park Slope-Carroll Gardens Councilman Bill De- 
Blasio initiated conversations with the developer to 
allay any potential dismay towards the project. 

“Everyone naturally worries that [the building] 
could be something that would be inappropriate for 
the community and a methadone clinic would ab- 
solutely be inappropriate and I believe we absolutely 
could stop that,” DeBlasio said. 

Assurances have been made to his office, by the 
developers, that a more professional establishment 

“We’re going to take them at their word for now,” 
DeBlasio added. “But we have been very clear we will 


not accept a use that is harmful to the community and 
this is not the type of community to mess around with.” 
Building plans submitted to the city Department 
of Buildings include medical offices on the ground 
floor and offices in the cellar. It was the medical of- 
fices that sounded alarms in the community. 

But concerns regarding the building may not be 
misguided since the reputation of the developer, Stu- 
art Podolsky, is spotty. City Limits reported in March 
that Podolsky, his brother, Jay, and his father, Zenek, 
were all convicted of hiring men to force residents out 
of one of the buildings they own. 

Podolsky’s development company, Amsterdam 
Hospitality Group, also reportedly once ran the Cali- 
fornia Suites, now known as the Ellington, on West 
1 1th Street in Manhattan. The facility began taking 
in homeless families last spring. It previously 
housed clients from the Division of AIDS Services 
and Income Support, but the city withdrew its con- 
tract in 1996 because Jay Podolsky illegally subdi- 
vided the tiny studios, according to City Limits. 

“I’m very concerned about the developer’s past, but 
this is a different situation in a different neighborhood,” 
DeBlasio said when told about California Suites. “I 
trust they understand it’s absolutely unacceptable to 
bring in any kind of use that would harm this neighbor- 
hood and I would lead the charge against it” 

The Brooklyn Papers took notice of the property 
because a sign for a “Boutique Hotel,” was placed 
on a vacant wall along the building. 

Last month, George Dfouni, an associate of 
Podolsky’s, told The Papers that there were no plans 
to convert the building into a hotel and that it was 
merely an advertisement. The building plans, sub- 
mitted to the Department of Buildings, also did not 
include a hotel use. 
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The last straw: Gun at Atlantic Transitional

Although elected officials 
are in ongoing conversations 
with the Atlantic Transitional 
Center over operation of the 
troubled teen shelter, resi- 
dents of Boerum Hill are 
ready to close the dialogue 
— and the center. 

The latest in series of criminal 
incidents involving the Atlantic 
Transitional Center, at 316 At- 
lantic Ave. between Smith and 


Hoyt streets, occurred on Oct 10, 
when a gun was found in the ab- 
ducts of one of the rooms. 

One youth and one adult, who 
were present in the room, were 
taken into custody, according to 

The incident occurred shortly 
after the city Administration for 
Children’s Services (ACS), 
which runs the center, installed a 
new acting director and talks be- 
gan with elected officials who 
have long sought the center’s 
closing. 

Councilman David Yassky, in 


whose district the transitional 
center resides, said, “I still be- 
lieve that this facility has proved 
that it’s not compatible with our 


Despite the recent dialogue be- 
tween elected officials and the 
ACS, the community remains 
adamant that the center must go if 
the community is to thrive. 

“The community’s position is 
absolutely unchanging, and more 
solid now ... after these inci- 
dents,” said Heloise Gruneberg, 
president of the Boerum Hill As- 
sociation. “This is what we’ve 


been fighting for, for 25-plus 
years, and everybody is referring 
to them as isolated incidents. No- 
body’s acknowledged a pattern.” 

The 24-bed group home is a 
form of foster care, run by ACS 
for youths between the ages of 15 
and 21 who cannot be returned to 
their homes because of abuse, 
neglect or abandonment. Many 
have a history of emotional and 
behavioral problems and the 
length of stay varies from 1 to 90 
days, although critics have 
charged some stay longer. 

On Sept. 30, ACS installed a 


new director and, according to an 
ACS spokeswoman, an advisory 
board has been established with 
Yassky and Assemblywoman 
Joan Millman. 

“The goal of this group is to 
work to improve the Adantic Av- 
enue program,” said ACS 
spokeswoman MacLean Guthrie. 

The first meeting was held 
earlier this month and included 
representatives from Good Shep- 
herd Services and Saint Vincent’s 
Services, both of which run simi- 
lar short-term youth shelters in 
New York City, to study success- 
ful practices employed in other 
youth facilities. 

Both Yassky and Millman 
mentioned ideas such as linking 
the Adantic Avenue center with 
services available at other facili- 
ties, such as more accessible 
counseling or youth athletic 
leagues to keep children housed 

Millman, a long-time propo- 
nent of closing the center, now 
seems willing to give Atlantic 
Transitional another chance. 

“We’re working with a new 
commissioner and administration 
who has taken an active interest 
in this particular center,” said 
Millman. 

“There’s been a change in su- 
pervision there and there’s been a 
change in the attention paid to 
this center. Maybe we can turn it 

Residents of the center have 
been involved in several criminal 
incidents over the last few 

On June 13, Gruneberg was 
mugged by a boy acting in con- 
cert with three others. The alleged 
suspect, who lives at the center, 
grabbed her purse while she was 
walking home on Bergen Street 
at Bond Street, she said. 



A series of incidents followed, 
including the mugging of a 
woman in Brooklyn Heights by 
two males on Sept. 24 — with 
one of the suspects living at the 
center — and most recently the 
recovery of the gun. 

In all three instances, there 
were arrests, although residents 
have wondered how many more 
have gone undetected. 

“After all of the efforts, after 
the meetings, after the letters, af- 
ter the promises, the incidents 
still continue,” Gruneberg said. 
“So the long-term goal of the 
community, as it always was, is 
to close this place down.” 

In March 2001, one resident 
of the facility stabbed another in 
the back while four of them were 
on a trip to East New York on a 
day pass. 

In perhaps the most notorious 
incident at the center, a 15-year- 
old boy living there was tortured 
over a period of six hours over a 
weekend in October 2000 by four 
17-year-old residents of the cen- 
ter who beat him with a broken 
chair, burned him with a scald- 
ing-hot belt buckle and forced 
soiled underpants into his mouth. 

They called it “putting meds 
on him,” according to police, a 
term used by gang members to 
describe their initiation process. 
One police source described it as 
a “method to destroy his self re- 

Finally, the group burned the 
mark of the Bloods gang on him, 
and had plans to drop him off in 
a Crips neighborhood, where he 
would face, at the least, beatings, 
according to a police source. 

An ACS spokeswoman said 
there were five counselors on duty 
when the incident took place. 

Two of the boys arrested for 
that assault had also been arrest-

ed earlier that month after al- 
legedly robbing two commuters 
on the 2/3 subway line as the 
train neared Borough Hall.

“They need to change the timing of the lights,” another resident 
chimed in. “Those tracks build up too much speed” and anyone trying 
to cross the street runs the risk of being injured, warned the Cobble Hill 
resident. 

Franklin Stone, first vice president of the Cobble Hill Association 
and a member of the Brooklyn Bridge Park Local Development Cor- 
poration, observed that the Department of Transportation’s removal of 
parking meters had created an unexpected problem — people were 
now chaining bikes to trees, destroying the tree pits, and leaving 
garbage and other debris behind. 

Kim Soule, a resident of Boerum Place, warned that tracks trying to 
avoid traffic on Atlantic Avenue often speed down Pacific and Dean 
streets, running through the intersection at Boerum Place, where there 
is no stop sign. “I’m surprised someone hasn’t been killed,” said Soule. 
Later, she told The Brooklyn Papers that she had almost been struck 
while crossing the street at least 

Deirdre Carson, a member of 
the Brooklyn Heights Associa- 
tion, said the length of the blocks 
along Atlantic Avenue made 
crossing back and forth among 
the stores on both sides of the 
street difficult. 

She added that the zoning on 
the street should be re-examined 
and complained that structures 
like parking garages, such as the 
municipal garage at the comer of 
Court Street and Atlantic Av- 
enue, have destroyed efforts to 
pull the avenue together for a co- 
hesive feel. 

[DUMBO developer David 
Walentas has a plan for a mixed 
commercial and residential 
building with underground park- 
ing for that site. The plan is pro- 
ceeding through the city’s land 
use review process.] 

And Steve Wilkinson, a resident of Atlantic Avenue who said he was 
speaking on behalf of a lot of the merchants who could not attend be- 
cause they were still taking part in the Walking the Avenue event that 
preceded the town hall, expressed their frustration with the water main 
project on the avenue, which has dragged on for three years and is 
squashing business. 

“How is this acceptable? This is three years in a row,” Wilkinson 
said. 

When the idea for a rejuvenated Atlantic Avenue was first launched 
in spring 2001, at a conference hosted at Long Island College Hospital, 
the suggestions flowed fast and furiously. 

At that time, representatives from the Atlantic Avenue Betterment 
Association, the Atlantic Avenue Local Development Corporation, the 
local community boards and numerous community groups around the 
neighborhood talked about all kinds of possibilities for an Atlantic Av- 
enue rebirth, about the possibility of turning the avenue into a kind of 
Champs Elysees, the tree-lined thoroughfare in Paris that rolls along 
the Seine, or Chicago's famous shopping corridor, Michigan Avenue. 

Conspicuously absent this go-round was Sandy Balboza, president 
of the Adantic Avenue Betterment Association, who publicly removed 
herself and her group from the Atlantic Avenue planning process this 
past May complaining that her group’s ideas were being repeatedly ig- 
nored, was nowhere in sight on Saturday. 

But the starry-eyed residents who responded eagerly to the ideas of 
a year and a half ago seemed more hard bitten on Saturday, as they re- 
turned again and again to what they believe is the biggest problem at 
hand: forcing the Department of Transportation to do something about 
the amount of traffic, and the speed of cars and trucks, down one of 
Brooklyn’s busiest traffic and shopping corridors. 

Not all the residents wanted to talk about traffic at Saturday’s forum. 
Meredith Hamilton urged the urban design firm to designate a space 
for artists along Atlantic Avenue, since they would be a draw for more 
tourists to the shopping strip. The plans for Brooklyn Bridge Park, at 
the end of the avenue, should include “some space for performance 
art,” suggested Hamilton. 

“I know this may be political, but I believe Pier 6 should become a 
part of the park, and connect to Atlantic Avenue,” said Mark Johnson 
earlier in the forum, outlining a theme that is prevalent among the At- 
lantic Avenue planners that the boulevard be a grand connection be- 
tween the planned Brooklyn Academy of Music Cultural District on 
the east and the Brooklyn Bridge Park plan for the waterfront. 

The waterfront plan now only includes up to Pier 5 at Joralemon 
Street, leaving Atlantic Avenue with no direct connection to the 
planned commercial and recreational development. Pier 6 is currently a 
working pier, although Atlantic Avenue planners would like to see at 

Johnson and the Civitas team, who came equipped with copies of 
overviews of the avenue, zoning maps, photographs of Adantic Avenue 
and schematics of fooL bike and car traffic, said he would be in Brook- 
lyn for one month to collect comments from Brooklyn Heights, Cobble 
Hill, Boerum Hill and Downtown Brooklyn residents about “what 

But the Civitas team leader acknowledged that one of the urban de- 
sign team’s biggest hurdles would be figuring out how to deal with the 
traffic on the avenue, which is a major conduit through the borough. Of 
the 900,000 cars that traverse New York City on any given day, 
350,000 to 400,000 are using Atlantic Avenue as an egress and en- 
trance to the Brooklyn Queens Expressway. 

Busy streets in Manhattan have created successful shopping corri- 
dors, such as Columbus Avenue on the Upper West Side, Park Avenue 
South, Madison Avenue and Broadway, but Atlantic Avenue faces a 
unique problem, he said. While the widest of the Manhattan commer- 
cial corridors is Broadway, at 75 feet wide, said Johnson, Atlantic Av- 

“We need to figure out how to mitigate that,” he said.

DeBlasio gets back 
PS 58's playground

Sparing many a scraped 
elbow and knee during 
recess dodge ball contests or 
afterschool athletics, capital 
funds have been restored by 
Councilman Bill DeBlasio 
to finance PS 58’s play- 
ground rehabilitation. 

The rugged recreational lot, 
on Smith Street between First 
Place and Carroll Street, cur- 
rently features a pair of basket- 
ball nets over a lumpy, cracked 
and crannied asphalt tract. 

“Sometimes when 1 play 
baseball I trip,” said 8-year old 
Denzel Walker, a PS 58 third- 
grader, of the bumpy, potholed 
schoolyard. 

“When people run they 
could fall and scrape them- 
selves,” said 9-year-old fourth- 
grader Oje Paloma. “It’s really 
dangerous.” 


“From what I know as a par- 
ent, my kids came home 
bumped and lumped many 
times,” said Charlene DeLuca, 
the vice president of the PS 58 
PTA, whose 8-year-old son is a 
second-grader at the school and 
whose two older sons both 
graduated from the school. 

Adding to the lot’s blemish- 
es, are holes in the chainlink 
fence surrounding the grounds. 

In the past, when the school 
left the playground’s gates 
open, the morning would al- 
ways bring crushed glass and 
litter. Eventually the gates 
were locked to the public at 
dusk, although people man- 
aged to bore their way in using 
clippers, leaving the gates 
rather porous. 

The $537,000 allocation 
will resurface the yard, fix the 
fence, install railings to divide 
the walkway form the play 
area — which now only exists 


as a hazardous concrete base 
that elevates a couple of inch- 
es out of the ground — add 
another two basketball nets 
and replace the benches in the 
younger children’s play area 
on First Place between Smith 
and Court streets. 

The funds are to be deliv- 
ered by the this summer, al- 
though there is no timeline for 
the work to finish. 

The schoolyard functions as 
a space for morning lineup, re- 
cess, lunch breaks and physi- 
cal education, not to mention 
its afterschool utilization by 
neighborhood kids. 

“This [yard] is used 
throughout the day,” said Prin- 
cipal Joyce Saly. 

The capital funding was 
originally requested by DeBla- 
sio’s predecessor, Councilman 
Stephen DiBrienza, for Fiscal 
Year 2002. But in an extraor- 
dinary move, Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg froze spending on 
the playground and pushed 
back the project back until FY 
2007. 

DeBlasio said he was able 
to restore the allocation by 
making it his “first priority” 
for this fiscal year. 

“Clearly when the mayor 
first came in, the budget crisis 
had gotten very intense and 
his job was to find any non-es- 
sential spending and remove it 
or delay it,” DeBlasio said. 
“But this is not non-essential 
spending, this is children’s

Q: “My 4-year-old son is 
scared of Santa, clowns, mas- 
cots and costumed charac- 
ters such as Barney. How 
can I help him?” 

A: Take a child’s point of 
view: A big red nose, pasty 
white face, wiry orange hair 
and floppy shoes. A round man 
with a scratchy white beard, 
red pajamas and black boots. 
Big Bird handing out Hal- 
loween candy from a neigh- 
bor’s porch. 

Too close? Too big? Too 
strange? 

Respect the limits your pre- 
schooler says he’s comfortable 
with, even if that means chang- 
ing your plans. With your help, 
he’ll participate when he’s ready. 

“Just because you know a 
clown or Santa is friendly 
doesn’t mean your child thinks 
so,” says one Tennessee moth- 
er. “Follow the child’s lead.” 

What’s funny to one child 
may bring out fear in another. 
One 4-year-old boy didn’t 
even like his own scary pirate 
make-up, and asked his mom 
to tone it down. 

Before Halloween, a visit 
with Santa or a birthday party 
with Barney, kids need to be 
coached about what to expect. 
Not all children like surprises, 
and they count on their parents 
and teachers to ease them into 
a broader comfort zone. 

It’s important to help your 
preschooler gradually deal 
with his fears, or his anxiety 
can spread, says John Dacey, 
Ph.D., a professor of develop- 
mental psychology at Boston 
College. But don’t force your 
child to face his fears head-on. 

“There’s nothing in child 
development that says your 
child has to go trick-or-treating 
or sit on Santa’s lap,” says 
Dacey, co-author of “Your 
Anxious Child” (Jossey-Bass, 
2002 ). 

“If the child is really scared, 
just skip it.” 

Parents should try to rule 
out anything specific that 
sparked the fear, even though 
some kids’ circular reasoning 
imparts little information: “I’m

scared of clowns because 
they’re scary.” 

Often what reduces anxiety, 
Dacey and other psychologists 
say, is desensitization. That’s 
the technical term for what 
“Moogie the Clown” has been 
doing for five years through 
her “don’t be afraid of clowns” 
program. 

When Moogie visits a group 
of preschoolers, they are not 
alarmed because she arrives 
dressed as mother RoByn 
Thompson. She reads a story 
about clowns, passes around 
her props and then gradually 
puts on her costume as the kids 

Moogie also connects to ex- 
periences the kids can relate to: 
“As I put on my make-up, I 
ask them if they have watched 
their moms put on make-up.” 
She pretends to have trouble 
getting dressed — a skill that 
preschoolers are trying to mas- 

“I see a lot of parents who 
don’t respect what the child 
feels he’s not ready to do,” 
Thompson says. 

“They cajole the child into 
sitting on Santa’s lap or face- 
painting. It has to be OK for 
the child to say, ‘No, I am not 
comfortable with this.’” 

The more prepared and se- 
cure your child feels, the better. 
“Costumed characters are pop- 
ular for birthdays, but often the 
guest of honor runs away 


screaming,” Thompson says. 
“The character is 12 inches tall 
on television, so when he 
shows up at a party and towers 
over daddy, it’s a whole differ- 
ent story.” 

Some parents find their kids 
are particularly bothered when 
a person’s face is covered up. 
As preschoolers blur fantasy 
and reality, they’re unable to 
keep in mind that a real person 
is under the mask, Dacey says. 
Usually by age 6 or 7, a child 
can be reasoned with about 
what’s real and outgrows the 

One mother, whose first son 
was petrified of mascots, made 
costumes and masks available 
among the playthings for her 
two younger children. 

They were able to explore 
masks at their own pace. 

Other ways parents use a fa- 
miliarity with costumes to re- 
duce apprehension: 

•Take your child to a toy 
store and a costume shop to 
look at costumes. At first, the 
child may want to remain sev- 
eral feet away. When he feels 
at ease, let him touch the cos- 

•Arrange for a character to 
show piece by piece how he 
put his costume on and off. 

•A similar idea is for a par- 
ent to put a mask on, then take 
it off and say, “See, I’m still 

Don’t give up. “The child 
who reacts with dismay this 
year may be the very one who 
wants to run off to join the cir- 
cus next year,” Thompson says.

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Passion play 

Composers ‘Passion According 
to St. Mark ’ to be staged at BAM

W hen the 250th anniversary of Johann Sebastian Bach’s 
death was commemorated by the International Bach 
Akademie’s Passion 2000 festival in Stuttgart, Ger- 
many, new Passions were commissioned from four composers. 

Two of those works. Tan Dun’s “Water Passion” and Osvaldo 
Golijov’s ‘La Pasion Segun San Marcos” (“The Passion Accord- 
ing to St. Mark”), will have their New York premieres during the 
BAM Next Wave festival — “Water Passion” in December and 
“San Marcos” on Oct. 30, Nov. 1 and Nov. 2. 

An Argentinean Jew, Golijov might be a peculiar choice to 
set the Passion of Jesus Christ according to St. Mark’s Gospel 
to music but, as he says in the program notes, his background 
doesn’t hinder his understanding of the story. 

“I had a big hole in my education — a lack of knowledge of 
Christianity,” he says in the notes. “That’s ridiculous considering 
that I grew up in an officially Catholic country, with the church 
being such a big force in Argentinean life. It has been the best 
and the worst.” 

When I heard Golijov’s Passion at the Tanglewood Festival 
last August in the Massachusetts Berkshires — conducted by 
Brooklyn Philharmonic maestro Robert Spano, who will of 
course be on the podium at the BAM Opera House next week — 
I was struck by Golijov’s easy synthesis of classical music with 
the folk music of South America 

Golijov is immersed in writing a new opera that is to pre- 
miere at next summer’s Tanglewood Festival, where he is 
composer-in-residence, and was unavailable for an interview. 

At times, the percussion-driven sections of Golijov’s work 
overwhelmed the “standard” classical sections, which are rele- 
gated for the most part to Dawn Upshaw’s lovely soprano arias. 

For Golijov, composing his own Passion means ignoring the 
grand Passions written by Bach in the early 1 8th century: as sub- 
lime as those masterpieces are, Golijov had to hoe his own road. 

“The main thing in this Passion is to present a dark Jesus 
and not a pale European Jesus,” Golijov continues in his pro- 
gram notes. “It’s about Jesus’ last days on Earth seen through 
the Latin American experience and what it implies. It’s some- 
thing that I have to do in the sense that, if you are a Jewish 
kid growing up in an officially Catholic country with all your 
friends going to Mass, you want to understand that. Luckily, 
being a composer allows me to.” 

This Passion is not Golijov’s first foray into spiritually in- 
spired music: his latest EMI Classics CD includes the cham- 
ber work “The Prayers and Dreams of Isaac the Blind,” 
played by the St. Lawrence String Quartet and clarinetist 
David Krakauer. Its half-hour length is imbued with a hushed 
tranquility. But the 90-minute Passion is his longest and dens- 
est composition, employing many musical changes as it tells 
the story of Christ’s torture and death. 

“It depends on the situation, because in the Passion his dual 
nature is evident,” Golijov says. "Sometimes he’s just a scared 
man and sometimes he’s God. And sometimes, he’s angry. 
There are a lot of emotions that he goes through: sometimes he

Sloper Arturo O' Far rill brings 
Afro-Latin Jazz to BCBC 


B race yourself, Brooklyn, this is his- 
tory in the making. 

On Oct. 26, the Afro-Latin Jazz 
Orchestra (ALJO), Jazz at Lincoln Cen- 
ter’s latest undertaking, makes its inaugu- 
ral performance in the Borough of 
Kings at the Brooklyn Center for the 
Performing Arts. In addition, the concert 
will be a sort of homecoming for ALJO 
musical director and pianist Arturo O’- 
Farrill, who is a proud alumnus of the 
Brooklyn College Conservatory and a 
Park Slope resident. 

“I moved to Brooklyn when I was 17 
years old, which is longer ago than I 
care to confess,” O’Farrill says with a 
laugh before a s 


never found time to put their heads to- 
gether, and the idea dropped. 

Cut to December 2001 . After the tree- 
lighting ceremony at Lincoln Center (at 
which O’Farrill performed), Wynton si- 
dled up to Arturo and told him that he’d 
decided to go ahead with Arturo’s idea 
and create a big band designed specifical- 
ly to play Latin jazz. And he wanted Ar- 
turo to lead it. 

“I was flabbergasted,” O’Farrill re- 
calls, his face lighting up. “Jazz at Lin- 
coln Center is the premier non-profit 
jazz-presenting organization in the world. 
To be accorded that kind of recognition 
for Afro-Cuban jazz and Latin music on 
an institutional level is a deep, deep hon- 
or, which I take very seriously.” 

Since that time, O’Farrill has faced the

on a recent Sun- 
day. “I love Brook- 
lyn; my kids were 
bom there, they’re 
being raised there. 

I live in a very 
multicultural com- 
munity — it’s a 
real microcosm of 
New York at its 

best.” The bandleader smiles broadly, 
then returns to the topic at hand, the 
genesis of ALJO. 

Incredibly, the Afro-Latin Jazz Or- 
chestra came into being as the result of a 
missed meeting in 1995. O’Farrill, as 
music director of his father’s big band, 
the Chico O’Farrill Afro-Cuban Jazz Or- 
chestra, had just completed a guest per- 
formance with Jazz at Lincoln Center, 
and now he wanted to ask trumpeter and 
artistic director Wynton Marsalis for ad- 
vice about starting a repertory orchestra 
for Latin jazz. 

He contacted Marsalis' assistant and 
told her why he wanted to schedule some 
time with Marsalis, who has led the Lin- 
coln Center Jazz Orchestra since its in- 
ception as a program in 1991 and knows 
a thing or two about how to run a band. 
Marsalis was happy to oblige, but life be- 
ing what it is, the two busy musicians

So how did O’Farrill go about putting 
together the ALJO? “I started at the very 
top with musicians whom I consider to 
be the very best practitioners of both 
Latin and jazz music — because it’s an 
Afro-Latin jazz orchestra,” explains O’- 
Farrill. “It’s really an all-star orchestra. 
Every member is a player of major 

Indeed, the roster reads like a who’s 
who of Latin jazz: Michael Philip Moss- 
man, John Walsh, Jim Seeley and Ray 
Vega on trumpets; Conrad Herwig, Papo 
Vazquez, Reynaldo Jorge and Douglas 
Purviance on trombones; Bobby Porcelli 
(alto), Pablo Calogero (alto), Mario 
Rivera (tenor), Bob Franceschini (tenor) 
and Chris Karlic (baritone) on saxo- 
phones; Joe Gonzalez and Milton Car- 
dona on percussion; Phoenix Rivera on 
drums; Andy Gonzalex on bass; and Ar-

turn O’Farrill, music director and piano. 

O’Farrill is a natural selection as the 
ALJO’s founding music director. The 
music is in his very bloodline: His late fa- 
ther, Chico, whose compositions and 
charts for Count Basie, Stan Kenton and 
Bennie Goodman helped popularize the 
music in the late 1940s and ‘50s, was one 
of the principal architects of the Latin 
jazz genre. 

But Arturo's appointment is about 
more than his musical lineage, distin- 
guished as it may be. He is an accom- 
plished musician, bandleader and record- 
ing artist whose musical resume includes 
a lengthy stint with the Carla Bley Big 
Band, work with such luminaries as 
Dizzy Gillespie, Steve Turre, Lester 
Bowie and Harry Belafonte, and numer- 
ous recordings. While he is very much 
the product of his musical upbringing, he 
remains steadfastly his own man. 

“I was about 8 or 9 when I really fell 
in love with music for my own sake, not 
because I was told to,” he says when 
asked about growing up in a household 
brimming with music. “Very early on, I 
discovered that my father and I were 
from different generations; I loved Jimi 
Hendrix and John Coltrane, and he loved 
Count Basie and Duke Ellington. 

‘T teamed from him that as a musician 
you have to be very serious and really 


care about development, practicing and 
studying,” he says. “My father was a 
very hard worker. And I think that to be 
halfway capable as a musician, you have 
to work hard. Not only just in terms of 
conditioning your fingers, but in terms of 
infusing your mind with music.” 

Much of the music O’Farrill was busy 
internalizing turned out to be the core 
repertoire of the ALJO. The Brooklyn 
concert will showcase classic charts by 
such Latin jazz legends as Machito, Ray 
Santos and Mario Bauza, as well a few 
pieces by Chico O’Farrill. One highlight 
is sure to be the “Afro-Cuban Jazz 
Suite,” a rarely performed O’Farrill 
composition that suggests what might 
have happened if George Gershwin had 
put his American in Havana instead of 

As for the future, the sky’s the limit 
for O’Farrill and the AUO. 

“The name Jazz at Lincoln Center 
brings so much prestige with it that it 
opens the door to a thousand venues, and 
people who would never have heard of 
Machito are going to have the opportuni- 
ty to hear this great music,” O’Farrill en- 
thuses. “We’re going to get the opportu- 
nity to travel all over the globe.”

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BAM film series looks at 
the Vietnam War on film 


T he Vietnam War was the first 
conflict fought in the full glare of 
cameras — not only still photog- 
raphers, who had first chronicled the 
Civil War, but also television news 
crews, brought the war into the homes 
of millions, eventually helping to turn 
the tide against our beleaguered in- 
volvement. 

Side by side with journalistic cov- 
erage of Vietnam were the movies. 
Right from the beginning, documen- 
tary and feature

filmmakers found 
fertile ground in 
this many-sided 
war, of which the 
month-long series 
“From Hanoi to 
Hollywood: The 
Vietnam War on 
Film” (Nov. 1-30 
at the BAM- 
Cinematek), pro- 
vides a vivid reminder. 

As the program notes state, “From 
Hanoi to Hollywood” is only a selec- 
tive program. The war compelled so 
many diverse artists to present their 
stories and viewpoints that a compre- 
hensive series would run many 
months. 

Headlining the series are several 
seminal feature films that, for better 
or worse, are what most people re- 
member about that era. First, there 
was the initial wave of Hollywood- 
ized versions of the war, starting in 
the late ’70s. 

Three of those features were re- 
leased in 1978: “Go Tell the Spartans” 
(Nov. 17), a sober fictionalization of

U.S. adviser involvement prior to the 
war’s escalation; “Coming Home” 
(Nov. 8), which won Oscars for Jane 
Fonda and Jon Voight, starring in the 
first glimpse at what returning sol- 
diers dealt with; and “The Deer 
Hunter” (Nov. 3, Nov. 23), Michael 
Cimino’s Oscar-winning Best Picture, 
an epic vision of how distant war de- 
stroys close-knit lives, friendships and 
communities. 

Lost in the shuffle when it ap- 
peared early in 1979, Milos Forman’s 
adaptation of the Broadway musical 
“Haiti’ (Nov. 28, Nov. 29) seemed too 

little, too late in 

its idealized vi- 
sion of 
flower children; 

quaint but valu- 
able relic of a 
bygone era, with 
an unexpectedly 
touching climax. 
When Francis 
Ford Coppola’s 
“Apocalypse Now” was finally un- 
veiled at Cannes in May 1979, it was 
anticlimactic: psychologically and 
philosophically murky if visually 
splendid, often making war look 
beautiful. Coppola’s confused take on 
Joseph Conrad’s “Heart of Darkness” 
at least tried something grandiose, a 
fact borne out by the 2001 re-release, 
“Apocalypse Now Redux” (Nov. 30), 
over an hour longer and more 
grandiose, but no more satisfying. 

Hollywood’s second wave of ’Nam 
films, in the mid-’80s, was led by 
Oliver Stone’s “Platoon” (Nov. 2), 
which won the 1986 Best Picture Os- 
car. Stone’s ability to convey warfare 
with immediacy and passion spoke to 
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audiences unwilling to search for 
deeper meanings and metaphors, and 
Stone followed that with 1989’s more 
adventurous “Bom on the Fourth of 
July” (Nov. 27), an honest attempt to 
present the entire Vietnam experience 
— before, during and after the war — 
through one character, outspoken ac- 
tivist-veteran Ron Kovic (Tom 

Stanley Kubrick’s masterly “Full 
Metal Jacket” (Nov. 10, 11) is set dur- 
ing Vietnam, but its brutal dissection 
of how the military breaks down 
young men and rebuilds them as effi- 


cient killing machines is a scathing in- 
dictment of all war. Matthew Modine 
— who will be present for a Q&A 
following the 7 pm showing on Nov. 
10 — makes a haunting transforma- 
tion from decent, affable young man 
to soulless murderer. 

Also compelling viewing are the 
documentaries, where many outspo- 
ken war critics committed their beliefs 
to celluloid. 

Emil de Antonio’s 1969 “In the 
Year of the Pig” (Nov. 5) traces the 
roots of American involvement in 
Southeast Asia to award-winning and

vastly influential effect: it became the 
cinematic Bible for many in the 
quickly burgeoning anti-war move- 
ment. 

And 1971’s “Basic Training” (Nov. 
14) is another clear-eyed Frederick 
Wiseman study of traditional Ameri- 
cana, its blandly descriptive title bely- 
ing its value as an historical and social 
document. 

One of the greatest documentaries 
ever made, Peter Davis’ “Hearts and 
Minds” — which won the 1974 Best 
Documentary Oscar — is a searing, 
powerful experience that places side 
by side U.S. cultural indifference to 
the Vietnamese and our military arro- 
gance, both of which led us into the 
quagmire, just like the French before 
us. Davis will present a Q&A after the 
6:30 pm screening on Nov. 15. 

In these politically and morally am- 
biguous times, seeing how fictional 
and documentary filmmakers ap- 
proached the equally troubling com- 
plexities of what was one of our dark- 
est hours is a way to reflect on our 
own possible future ... or will we be 
doomed to (again) repeat history?

Continued from page GO 1 
loses faith and sometimes he’s 
magnificent.” 

Golijov further describes 
the musical structure of his 
Passion: “The instrumentation 
is mainly voices and percus- 
sion. There is a very strong 
tradition that news or stories 
are told by voices and drums 

in Cuba and Bahia, 

Brazil, the geo- 
graphical centers 
of my Passion. The 
musical tradition 
comes from Africa 
— and that’s how 
this Passion is be- 
ing told. The voic- 
es represent the 
people who don’t 
understand, who are in fear, 
and Jesus himself, who under- 
stands but also fears and then 
doesn’t fear.” 

One of the biggest differ- 
ences between Golijov and 
Bach’s Passions is the voice of 
Jesus himself.
